German Fight Slowed Up; 
Austrians Grow Hungry 


Austria-Hungary supplies one of the most important items ol 


the current news with a critical economic and political situation con­ 
ceded to be dev eloping at home lust as her arm ies at the front are ap­ 
parently on tile eve of being launched against the Italians in tile long- 


looked-for drive. 
The crisis at Vienna is marked by the dismissal of the \ustrian 


parliament bv the emperor’s orders and the declaration that forcible 
measures would be taken to compel the members to cease criticism 
of the government. In a statement it is made clear that the govern­ 
ment was embarrassed by the division in the legislative body over the 
grave food situation and the various racial grievances in the Austrian 
body politic and desired a tree hand in the next few months, un­ 
hampered bv the discussions in parliament. Such drastic action, taken 
in the face ct the unrest throughout Austria-Hungary as the result 
of the war’s privations and tile ever-recurring racial differences, will 
cause the development of the situation in the dual monarchy to be 
followed with the keenest interest. 


Meanwhile Vienna dispatches reported Emperor Charles leaving 


tor the front and greatly increased activity along the Austro-Italian 
line where renewal of the Teutonic offensive has long been threat­ 
ened. The Rome official statement tells of intensive aerial operations 
with the allied airmen evidently having the better of the encounter 
and bringing down id enem> planes. 


Flanders Offensive Held Up. 
The German offensive in Flanders has been held up now virtual­ 


ly five days since the enemy waves first dashed against the rock-ribbed 
defense of the British and French and the Ypres line rt md turn under 
the attack. The Germans evdenth have been forced into tins mac 
tivitv by the severity of their losses and the time needed to marshal 
new forces for a fresh blow. Concededly, however, the en em) has 
fresh troops to make a thrust ot greater power it he thinks advisable 
to employ them here and there have been indications in the last day or 
two that he was preparing to do so. 
One such hint of the impending thrust developed Saturday morn-' 


ing when the German artillery began powerfully to pound the Franco- 
British line from Locre to the south of Ypres. The bombardment was 
not speedily followed up bv an attack however a- was the ca e last 
Monday. 
Allies Strengthen Defenses. 


Meanwhile there has been a strengthening 
? the allied defences 


at important points along both the northern and southern sides >f 
the bys salient. The French have operated successfully in the I cere 
region which is one of the main objective points ct the German' as 
an approach to Mont Rouge and the British on Friday night strength­ 
ened their line in the vicinity of Hinges northwest of Bethune. 


The Somme front has been threatening to break out int * its 
former furious activity for several days past but nothing lins developed 
aside from a recent thrust by the French, which gained them com­ 
manding ground in the Avre sector southeast of Amiens, and similar 
operations bv the British around \ illers-Bretonneux. 


Just as in the north the lighting has been left almost entirely to 


artillery, the big guns are still booming threatening in the Avie re­ 
gion and elsewhere around the great Montdidier salient. 


British Successful in Palestine. 
In Palestine the British have gained and have defeated the Turks 


in engagements in the vicinity ct the River Jordan. Attempts by the 
Ottoman trot>ps on two successive days were beaten off with heavy 
losses to the enemy and in the fighting the British took more than 300 


prisoners. 
Dispatches from Paris announce that another German long- 


range gun engaged in bombarding the French capital has been put out 
of action through a direct hit by the French artillery.

She has erected a sign i 
in ho ld brigrt letters ¡it the main en­ 
trance to the cemetery : "Danger!” 
The wo man aitto rney , who is a de- 
•c ml ant o f the Zane family o f the 
Wy ando tte Indian tribe, has'taken up 
her ho me in a small shack, and wo rk­ 
men hav e stay ed away . 
J Iuro n Cemetery was giv en to the 
Wy ando tte Indians 
by tin* go v ern- 
m nt fo r a burial plo t, but in 19 06 a 
mo v eemnt was begun to impro v e the 
pro perty , o n the 
gro und that 
the 
gro wth o f th** city aro und it made the 
cemetery an o bstacle. 
The little hut 
was then built by the Co nley sisters, 
Ida, Helen and Ly dia, and, armed 
with sho tguns, they kept away tres­ 
passers. 
While Ida and Helen, two o f the 
sisters, kept v igil, 
Ly dia 
attended 
law so li d to piepare to take the de­ 
fense into co urt. 
She was graduated 
and later admitted to practice befo re 
the Supreme Co urt 
o f the 
United 
States. 
Co ntracts were awarded 
a sho rt 
time ago fo r the wo rk o f impro v ing 
the pro perty under an appro priatio n 
o f $10,000, allo wed in a bill passed 
by Co ngress thro ugh 
the 
effo rts o f 
J o seph Taggart. 
Walks, walls and 
o rnamental 
sto ps into 
Huro n Park 
were included in the schedule o f im­ 
pro v ements and wo rk was 
started. 
Hut Miss Co nley and her sisters sto p­ 
ped the wo rkmen. 
The sisters base 
their legal claim as defenders o f the 
bury ing gro und o f the Wy ando tte* 
o n the gro und that they are descend­ 
ants o f the Zane family o f the Wy an­ 
do tte tribe. 
Asked ho w she wo uld further de­ 
fend the grav es, Miss Co nley replied: 
"Thees are war times and it’s ho t­ 
ter to say no thing and act. 
I am o ne 
o f the legitimate o wners o f this pro p­ 
erty , and I hav e the right to guard it. 
against desecratio n. 
"This is my legitimate ho me. Here 
is where they serv ed me with all the 
legal papers befo re. 
In fact, a mo rn­ 
ing scarcely dawned but what I fo und 
so me kind o f a no tice beneath 
tihe 
do o r. I go t so in the habit o f kneel­ 
ing fo r tho se papers that it was al­ 
mo st like say ing my mo rning pray ­ 
ers." 
Miss Co nley has po in/ted o ut to the 
autho rties sev eral grav es where flag 
lilies hav e been to rn up by the ro o ts. 
"Do y o u call that beautificatio n? " 
-he said. "Lo o k at tho se two fine wal- 
nut trees that hav e been cut do wn; 
then no tice all the smaller trees that 
hav e been cho pped o ff. 
I intend to 
find o ut the perso n who cut tho se 
trees and hav e him arrested. 
No man 
has a right to co me o n a citizen’s 
pro pert y and cut do wn trees. 
"I hav e no t the slightest o bjec­ 
tio n to the pro po sed retaining wall
